2. Citations and explanations 

The method according to document GB-A-1472860 (Dl) for 
producing a tubular workpiece, a workpiece with a 
rectangular shoulder and a device for producing workpieces 
such as these is considered obvious prior art. According 
to Dl, an original workpiece is first preformed by cold 
forming; this preformed original workpiece is then finally 
formed by hot forming into a workpiece with a rectangular 
shoulder. 



The subject matter of independent claims 1, 5 and 6 thus 
differs from the closest prior art at least in that the 
method of final forming is cold forming. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1, 5 and 6 is 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

The effect of this differentiating feature is that there 
is no disadvantageous change to the microstructure of the 
material caused by heating. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention can thus 
be seen as that of preventing a weakening of the wall of 
the workpiece. 
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The solution to this problem as proposed in claims 1, 5 
and 6 of the present application involves an inventive 
step. (PCT Article 33 (3) ) .
